The Pound in New York. 


The rise in the value of the pound 
sterling continues in New York, and to- 
da, the highest point hitherto was touched. 
The pound was valued at 4.75g dollars, 
or nineteen orga and fivepence- 
halfpenny English. e previous high- 
water mark was 4.724 in February, 1925. 
Since January of this year the apprecia- 
tion has been steady, with few set-backs, 
and lately the advance has en 
accelerated by the. results of the elections 
here and in the United States and by the 
adoption of the Dawes reparation scheme. 
The big European loan operations in the 
States and the improving trade conditions 
on this side of the Atlantic also have been 
helpful. 


Motor Laws. 


One of the more important measures 
to be brought before the House of 
Commons next month will be that re- 
lating to changes in the law dealing with 
motor traffic. The bill has not yet been 
be drafted, but its main provisions 

ave been settled. The s peed. limit for 
motor cars is to be abolished i in the country, 
but there will be a limit for towns. Heavy 
commercial vehicles probably will be 
subject to a limit everywhere, unless fitted 
with pneumatic tyres. Stringent penalties 
will be fixed for negligent and dangerous 
driving, while licences will not be issued 
to people suffering from grave physical 
defects. Compulsory insurance against 
accidents will be a feature. The Minister 
of Transport will be entitled to hold an 
inquiry into a road accident when he 
thinks it advisable, and he will also be 
able to arrange for experiments in road 
surfaces. The bill is based mainly upon 
the findings of a representative committee 
which inquired into the whole matter, and 
it is thought that it will receive general 
support, Mobb hid 


Labour Troubles. 


The new year probably will see several 
| labour. troubles ; 


for sume two million 
workers intend to demand higher pay 
during the next few months. They include 
the miners, the railwaymen, the engineers 
and the shipbuilders. The total amount 
of money represented by the different 
claims runs into many millions per annem. 
The claim of the gor Re workers alone is 
estimated to cost something like twenty 
millions a year. The miners and the ship- 
builders have not made any specific 
demand, and. any increase in pay must 
depend on the ability of the industries 
to meet the cost. The engineers want 
another pound per week, a demand put 
forward and rejected last May. It is to 
be more firmly pressed this year. 


London Floods. 


Tt is seldom that the Thames Embank- 
ment is flooded with river water, but 
following upon the downpour of last Satur- 
day the river overflowed, and the Embank- 
ment near Waterloo Bridge was covered 
to the depth of several inches. On the 
Southern side of the river, where there 
is no embankment, many houses were 
flooded, and the occupants had to retire 

to the upper floors. - The water, however, 
wot disappeared, leaving large ‘quantities 
of mud behind. Hampstead, after the 
rainfall of Saturday, can claim the highest 
rain total for the year for the whole 
country, The rainfall there up to date 
is 57.21 inches, or nearly four thousand 
tons to every acre. This is the highest 
rainfall ever registered there in records 
dating back sixty-five years. 


Tube Fares. 


London travellers are to receive a 
New Year's gift from the directors of the 
underground group of railways ón Thurs- 
day, when the minimum fare will be 
reduced from three-halfpence to one 

nny. Power was given to the companies 
in 1920 to charge, a minimum of fifty 
per cent.. more than was the custom, but 
this will expire early in the New Year. 
With the increase on the underground, 
the tubes and omnibuses also raised their 
minimum, and, in order to secure uni- 
formity. the tube will revert to the penny 
also, The omnibuses did so many months 
ago.
